ASKS U.S. 


Six Months Old. | 


Italy has reached out to Chicago in 
furtherance of its own war on the 
terroristic Mafia, a source of intense 
trouble in that country as well as in 
the little Sicilies of a dozen Americana 
cities. — 

Last night federal, authorities had 
in their hands warrants for the ar- 
rest and deportation of two’ local ter- 
rorists. The Italian consulate was 
reported to have obtained the war- 
rants on cable advices from the Mus 
solini administration. 

“We are looking for these men,” 
said Deputy United States Marshal 
Hal Carr. “I understand at least 
one of them is connected with the so- 
called Aiello gang on the north side, 
and we are confident that we'll have 
him in a short time.” 

Wanted for Long Sentence. 

From another source it was learned 
that the two men were wanted in 
Italy to serve a thirty-five year term 
for their participation in extortion and 
murder plots similar to those which 
havé made Chicago notorious in the 
last few years. 

Local officials, including 
Frank Comeford and Police Commis 


decreed that the Mafla must be ex- 
terminated, welcomed the assistance 
of the foremost dictator on the Euro- 
pean continent in ridding the United 
Stateé of men of this caliber. 

It Was recalled that “Mussolini, ap- 
palied by the great drain on the re 
sourtes of his country and the super- 
government that the Mafia had im- 
posed on many of the provinces, in- 
stalled a semblance of martial law in 
the affected. regions and with the aid 
of fearless judges and prosecutors vir- 
tually wiped out the Mafla power

Pobece Pledge Their Aid.

But the most interesting result of 
this new enthusiasm for aviation was 
the demand of the public to fiy., In 
Purope,..air passenger lines . were 
established ago and are popu- 
lar, but this country lagged behind 
despite its unusual opportunities for 
passenger service. This is changing 
rapidly. This year, for the first time, . 
large planes capable of holding ten or 
twelve passengers are being put in 
service. Several of them are now in 
operation on the Pacific coast, others 
will soon go into operation along the | 
transcontinental route. 

Air transport has arrived in this 
country. It is on a sound, healthy 
financial basis, and I believe we shall 
soon surpass Europe in passenger 
carrying as well as in other forms 
of commercial transportation.

Arthur Henning, writing in the south, describes 
the uneasiness of the Democratic electorate.

The 
Democratic national convention of '64 in Chicago, 
which declared the war a failure, made a solid 
Republicanism in the north which was a meal 
ticket for at least a generation of Republican 
politicians. Reconstruction did the thing for the 
Democrats in the south with a greater intensity. 

Smith may not disrupt his party in the 
south but he has started it shaking. The average 
well to do white in the south is not dry.

BRAZEN CRIME. 


To the law abiding citizenship of Chicago, hav- 
ing some selt- ‘respect and some pride in the city, 
the disagreeable truth must be coming home these 
days that we have been harboring a good many 
individuals who have neither regard for the law 
nor fear of it. The threatening not only of wit- 
nesses in public prosecutions but even of the of- 
ficial agents of justice is a sinister accompani- 
ment of crime in this community.

1818. Six months later, Dr. Stokoe saw 
him and found him with the same symp- 
toms. In the light of the autopsy re- 
port made almost three years later, it 
seemed that*Napoleon had cancer of the 
stomach, advanced enough to cause. 
periodic vomiting, enous three years be- 
‘fore na died. 

After “Dr. Stokoe left, Napoleon was 
without medical service for more than a 
year. His mother had selected Dr. 
Antommarchi for his physician, but the 
physician could not make the necessary 
arrangements and get to hi 
until September, 1819. On his way to. 
St. Helena he talked over the iliness 
of his illustrious patient, with Drs. 
O’Méara and Stokoe. Dr. Antommarchi 
found his patient subject to nausea and 
vomiting spells. 

In July, 1820, and all the following 
autumn, he suffered greatly from nausea 
and vomiting. In December the report 
was that he was very weak and vomited 
repeatedly. In April, 1821, the report 


He sometimes vomited blood. There waa 
evidence of hemorrhage of the stomach 
several times during this month. On 
May 5, 1821, he had a hemorrhage from 
the stomach and died soon thereafter. 
An autopsy was made by six physi- 
clans. They found a perforation of the 
stémach into the peritoneum and a 
fairly considerable peritonitis with ad-. 
hesions. They decided that the cause of 
the ulcer was a cancer of the stomach. 
No cancer was found in the liver or 
other organs. The physicians disagreed 
as to what they found in the lungs. The 
stomach was- removed and carried to 
England. There have been reports that 


critically examined and no evidence of 
cancer was found. This could readily 
be. In fact, the history suggests ulcer 
of the stomach much more than it does 
cancer.’ That history of at least three 
years’ duration, absence of emaciation, 
and absence of cancer in the liver, fits 
a diagnosis of ulcer with,ultimate hem- 
orrhages, perforation, and peritonitis, 
much better than it does cancer,

But are there any better men 
than Wilson patrolling center field for 
any of the big league outfits this sea- 
son?

particular position named. 


Bats In Many Runs. 


Any man who has the home run 
habit has a certain advantage that 
can’t be overlooked, despite what fail- 
ings he might have in other features 
of the game.”

Up the Skokie valley they already 
are making a bee line for the bright 
lights turned on recently by Lee Hu- 
gon at the farm he is running on the 
highest point in Lake county, two | 
miles west of Mundelein, Ill. From 

- the city and from the country they 
come and listen for hours to the mo-/ 
tors hum the restful tunes of the 
slothful farmer.and visit with Huson 


while he leisurely does his chores. 


And Huson has plenty of time to 


visit with company. 


“No, no. Stay as long as you like,” 


fs one of his common remarks if some 


visitor apologizes for trailing along 


while he takes care of his herd of 
Brown Swiss dairy cows, a flock of 
Wyandotte chickens, and “bunch of 
Hampshire hogs. 

“You are not in my way at all. I 
have pienty of time and really have 
little to do with my own hands,” 

Huson will say to his neighbors, tak- 
ing time ‘out of the conversation long 
enough to push a button now and then 
as he walks through the dairy barn, 
poultry house, and the Hampshires’ 
farrowing quarters. 

The Farmer's Friend. 

Huson operates an eighty acre farm, 
the home of the diversified enthusi- 
ast’s famous trio—the cow, sow, 
and hen. After seeing his demonstra- 
tien there are many former farm boys 
now living in the city who will be 
willing to pack their cases and go 
back to the country if they can run 
a farm equipped with electricity to do 
prattically all of the jobs that have 
made farming a drudgery. Huson fig- 

_ Ures that he would be knee deep in 

clover if engineers came along 
with a tractor driven by electricity. 

Then he could not only do practically 


the field work with an ‘electrically 
driven motor to pull around the plow- 
ers, planters, cultivators, and har- 
vesters. 


Out in Huson’s dairy barn electricty 
supplies practically all of the cow's

Huson finds that with electricity he 
can produce much cleaner milk, : 
stronger chickens, and increase the 
size of the bacon hog crop. He says 
that he can easily produce milk with 
a bacterial count of about 7,000 or 
8,000 per cubic centimeter. That is 
extremely low, when it is considered 
that in summer the city of Chicago 
only requires that the bacterial count

The only safe and effective way to 
reduce, affirms this medical specialist, 
is by diet, but such dieting must be 
properly conducted and carefully con- 
trolled. .

But it can be overdone and lead to 


unhealthful results. A further ob- | 


jection to much exercising is that the 
appetite is tremendously stimulated 
thereby, so that -restricting the diet 
becomes a torture. Excessive exercise 
is a. tedious ordeal for most persons 
and sooner or later is neglected. In 
the meantime the habit of eating @ 
great deal has been formed. 

“Taking thyroid extract,” he says, 
“is regarded by many as the quick 
and easy route to slimness. The large 
majority of effective weight reduc- 
ing remedies contain thyroid and the 
dangers attending their use are horri- 
fying.”

Abnormal Playmate — 


HE was an attmctive child of 
interesting parents. The mother 
I knew nothing about at the 
, time. The father seemed particu- 
larly kindly and well poised—and ajto- 


gether wise in his treatment of his 


little girl. 

When the little girl and my little 
boy played together I noticed that he 
was always a ‘little weary and tired 
afterwards. The child made us sev- 
eral visite before it began to sink 
into my mind that the association was 
neither enjoyable nor profitable to my 
little boy. 

This little girl had a queer tittle! 
habit of jumping around and poking 
her hands at his eyes in a kind of 
play, with all the fingers curved, and 


although it was a form of play it a ri, 


like having a fly buzzing and 
ping against your face that would 


t be brurhed away. 


' J also noticed after a few visits 
t the little girl was quité unco- 
ted. There was no wholesome, 
¢e noisiness nor was there any calm 
serenity about her. There was jerki- 
of activity and scattered inter- 
. This I found eventually was 
traceable to her association with a 
highly nervous and erratic mother. 

Every once in a while for months 
afterwards I could see an occasional 
imitation on my little boy’s part of 
this excited jabbing motion. Each 
time’? would say, “ Do you remember 
when Marie did that how it bothered 
you? Nobody likes it, so just don’t 
do it any more.” And finally it dis-

Contact with Nervousness. 

I relate all] this to try to bring some- 
thing to your attention which I con-. 
sider of great—almost vital—impor- 
tance in the bringing up of children. 
It is a point which I happen never 
to have seen treated nor to have heard 
discussed. It is the matter of allow- 
ing your children to associate continu- 
ally with children who have highly 
nervous mannerisms, who are gener- 
ally uncotrdinated, or who have ner- 


habits. 
ildren are sensitive. to these 
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things, 
unless they’ are unusually. stolid | 
they are affected by them. The child 
who makes funny little sounds, or 
screws his face up from nervous ten- 
sion, or hits for everything, or cries 
too easily, or is always wild in his 
play-the child who habitually teases 
and purposely upsets and even de- 
gstroyse the work of other children, 
should not be the regular companion 
of a normal, well balanced child. [If 
Wssociation is enforced, as in school 
groups, or permitted. by the mother 
im ordinary play one of two things— 
or both—may result. 

For one thing it is apt to make the | 
hormal child nervous or tired. 
ie also distracting to him. If he is 
working or studying it interrupts or 
‘annoys him. If he is playing, the 
child with the nervous ways distracts 
hig attention and often makes it im- 
possible for him to concentrate. 


Danger from Initation. 
Another effect of the association is 
imitative. This may operate in two 
ways. If your child is little and hae 
the same motions or jerks or expres- 
ions constantly before him he may | 
‘tépy them unconsciously. Or he may 


wy them that he'll consciously imi- 
tate them either to be funny or to 
tél] you about it, because he “ can't 
get over it.” 

. “Jack does this all the time,” he 
may say. “He writes in the air with 
his finger this way. Why does he do 
Tt, mother—-why does he do such fun- 
my things? All the girls and boys 
tant help laughing at him.” ; 

‘Or, “ Bob's so silly. When anybody 
arts to fight with him for pinching 
them or hitting them he lies down 
and rolls over on his back and kicks 
his feet hard so nobody can get near | 
him.

HE present tense of the verb in English seems a simple 

enough matter, but it has, es have the other tenses.

Stressing the single words successively gives us four 
several statements of differing significance.

Do I not do it so? Don’t I do it so? Am-I not doing it so? 

Varying stress multiplies each of these 
fourteen forms by at least four. ;

Take the other pronouns, you, he, she, it, we, they, who, 
in the second and third persons and in the plural. 

Multiply again. 

In this single tense in one mode you will discover nearly 
or quite a hundred possibilities for ‘statements of varying 
meanings, slight perhaps, but analyzable, comprehensible, 
and significant. 

With all the modes and tenses you can spend a full 
week thinking them out and writing them down. This done, 
you will learn that there are fully ten thousand ways of 
using the simple sentence, I do ii 50. Possibly thereafter 
you will not believe the simple soul who thinks French has 


greater possibilities for expression than our mother tongue.

For armchair playgoers that partic- 
ular Shaw has a special interest, for 
it is one which is rarely produced— 
due probably to the fact that, as 
of the most popular musical comedies 
of all time, “‘ The Chocolate Soldier,” 
it was a little jounced out of its niche 
as a play. It belongs to the early 
period of Shaw's dramatic writing— 
it was the fourth play he wrote, and 
was done at the request of a group 
which was earnestly trying to uplift 
the drama in England. Having writ- 
ten, as Mr. Shaw says in his intPoduc- 
tion, three plays, all of them “ un- 
pleasant,” he frankly set out to write 
a “pleasant” play.

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Army of Artists 


Builds Civic Opera 


EHIND the grand opera curtain 
a great industry flourishes. Be- 
hind the scenes at Chicago 
Civic opera, for use in Chicago 
and on tour, is an enterprise owning 


property worth many millions and 


served by a regiment of artists and 


skilled workmen in smocks and over- } 


alls. 

regiment works continuously— 
that fifty two weeks a year—that 
grand opera may have its magnificent 
attire, prima donnas their radiant 
settings, and the ladies and gentlemen 
of the ensemble convincing back- 
ground. 

Chicago Civic opera’s regiment is 
commanded by the technical director, 
Harry W. Beatty, the emperor of the 
industry that clothes the stage and 
the personages performing there. The 
story of that industry is never told 
because it is ever new. It encom- 
passes the building of grand opera, 
the full mounting of production, and 
the care of those already built. 

No other industry perhaps is quite 
so glamorous. Certainly none is re- 
quired to scale dizzier heights nor to 
meet. more imposing emergencies. 
Through the incessant hum of a grand 
opera season, the leaders of this in- 
dustry and their men work literally 
night and day. When the season is 
over and the artists of the stage, at 
the close of the tour, have scattered 
to sing elsewhere, to play, to rest, 
and the grand opera theater is dark 
and apparently deserted, then the in- 
dustry behind the curtain line func- 
tions with an even greater earnest- 
ness. 

It is then—between seasons—when 
creative effort has its day and grand 
operas are built. The artist before 
the curtain has his rest; the artist 
behind the curtain, never ... and 
@are little. 


Assembling the Pieces. 

The business and artistic direction 
—that is to say, the management of 
the company—generally decides to- 
ward the close of one season what. 
shall be given in the season to come. 
Decision igs reached by the committee, 
the board of management, of the Chi- 
cago Civic Opera company, composed 
of the president, chairman of the 
finance committee, the business and 
tour managers, technical director, mu- 
sical director, and auditor. 

The moment the management votes 


‘for a new production, the technical 
‘director sends for a copy of the com- 


poser’s score. He goes over it with 
the stage management. They take 
note of the traditional way the opera 
in question has been given elsewhere, 
assuming that this is an opera that 
has been produced in other opera 
centers. They go over the score 
scene by scene, act by act, listing 
all of the requirements in detai] and 
classifying the list. 

A decision is reached as to the gen- 
eral character of production it would 
be most advantageous, most effective 
to assemble. Thereupon the scenic 
artist, under the direction of the tech- 
nical director, goes into retirement in 
his studio, to emerge some time later 
with sketches of scenes in color. 
These are subjected to review. In 
the event, or when they are satis- 
factory, models of the scenes are or- 


* dered. These are built by the scenic 
. artist in the form of models of the 
* Stage set with individual scenes and 


bullt to scale one-quarter inch to the 
linear foot rule o> 
When Julian Dove, the scenie artist, 
hag these ready, they are displayed 
at another meeting called by Mr. 
Beatty. The models are shown in 
daylight and lighted; an electric bulb 
set in the top of each model gives 
the effect, in miniature, of light upon 
the color scheme employed. From 
that point the building of grand 
opera proceeds in actual materials. 
The work divides into the following 
classifications: 1. The building and 
painting of scenery. 2. The arrange- 


~ ment of lights to light it and the 


scenes. 3. The design and construc- 
tion of properties; that it to say, all 
that is employed in dressing a scene, 
whether it be a ship, a throne, a 


. sculpture, furnishings of all kinds and 


descriptions, all kindred objects. 
4. The design and making of all cos- 
tumes to be worn with the exception 
of those worn by principal artists, 
who furnish their own. 5. The de- 
sign and construction of all arm

From Jewels to Javelins. 

Be it known, if the fact has not 
heen heralded before, that’ Chicago 
Civic opera, physically, is a self-con- 
tained institution. Everything the 
company employs on the stage is built 
by the company in its own factory— 
everything from scenery to wigs, from 
jewels to javelins. In the warehcuse 
here the investigator will even find 
a fine laundry, where, at great saving, 
costumes are kept spotless by washing 
when washing will serve; by dry clean- 
ing when the latter process is neces- 
Through long experience the tech- 
nical director’s men know what to ex- 
pect from any kind of work passing 
beneath their eyes.

Chicago Priest 
Made Conductor 
of Paulist Choir 


NEW conductor, the Rev. Eu- 
gene F. O'Malley, C. 8S. P., has 
taken charge of the Paulist 
Choristers of Chicago for the 
music season just beginning. 

Significant of the growth and musi- 
cal standing of this organization is 
the fact that Father O'Malley was 4 
former Chicago Paulist chorister. He 


the Rev. William J. Finn, C. 5S. P., 
internationally known because of the 
fame the chorus achieved while he 
was in charge. 
Born in Chicago. 
Father O’Malley was born in Chi- 
cago and received his early education 
here. As a boy, he sang with the 
Paulist Choristers at Old St. Mary’s 
church at Wabash avenue and 9th 
street. In 1918, he went with Father 
Finn to New York, and there assisted 
him in training the Paulist Choristers 
of that city. Within a sheft time, 
young O’Malley became the master 
of choristers at one of the leading 
metropolitan churches. \ 
He had achieved a reputation for 
his success as a musical conductor 
when he entered the Paulist novitiate, 
to begin his studies for the priest- 
hood. There he developed a choir of 
seminarians that gained consideragle 
local prominence. 
Father O'Malley was sent to Rome, 
in 1925, to obtain his Goctorate in 
sacred theology. He remained three 
years in Europe, observing and study- 
ing. the most renowned choirs of the 
continent, and became closely asso- 
ciated with the greatest church musi- 
cians of the old world. 
= 

Studied Boys’ Voices. — 
In England, Father O'Malley spent 
much time in the study of famous 
choirs and there made a specialty 
of the boy voice, attending rehearsals 
of many of the great English choirs 
and discussed problems of the boy 


voice with the leading English 
maestros. 
Father O'Malley specialized 


also in the study of the great music 
of the sixteenth century and the 
music of the modern Russian school. 
The former choir boy, now sole con- 
ductor of the organization which has 
contribute so much to the music of 
Chicago, has outlined an extensive 
program for choir ama concert Work. 
While under the Grection of Father 
Finn, the Paulist choristers*of Chi- 
cago won first prize in the division 
of boy choirs, at the national contest 
at Philadelphia, in 1910. They were 
equally successful in the international 
competition at Paris, and during their 
European tour sang in the Vatican 
for the late Pope Piux X. 
On Jan. 1, 1918, the choristers began 
a six months’ tour for the French 
Restoration commission, during which 
they sang in 113 cities of the United 
States and Canada, giving 238 con- 
certs.

Austin Dungeons 
of Shady Repute 
Bared to Sunlight 


For the first time ‘since 1870 sun- 
light is penetrating the dungeons of 
Austin. 

The wreckers of Austin’s old town 
hall, in the park between Lake street, 
Centralavenue, Race street, and Park- 


dingy barred cells to the public gaze. 
For many years the old landmark 
was the home of the government of 
the town of Cicero. Later it became 
the Austin police station. 

The cells in the basement have 
housed many prisoners, and all over 
the walls are inscriptions left there 
by the occupants. Few of the prison- 
ers seemed to enjoy the quarters and 
some said such unkind things that 
the officials thoyght it gbest to delete 
them before letting the public do any 
inspecting. 

“This is the worst coop I was ever 
locked up in,” one prisoner wrote, 

“Pinch for nothing,” another wrote 
and then explained that he had been 
arrested for stealing wood. 

The old town hall is being torn. 
down to make room for a new com- 
munity building. The old structure 
was condemned as unsafe, but when 
the wreckers tackled it, they found 
the sturdy old walls hard to pull 
down. Old timers, who had seen the 
structure erected back in their boy- 
hood days, stood about and reminisced 
on how in the good old days they put 
up buildings to stay put up.

51st Street Merchants 
Ask Better Lighting 


Agitation is under way to provide 
more and better lighting facilities on 
bist street between Racine avenue and 
Leavitt street and on Robey from 47th 
to 55th street, it was announced by 
George T. Kuzel, chairman of the 
board of the West Fifty-first Street 
Business Men's association. Little en- 
couragement has been given them at 
the city hall, it is said, due to the 
failure of the ‘bond issue to pass. 

Nevertheless the association is pur- 
suing its efforts with renewed vigor, 
in view of the robberies that, among 
other things, are traced to the poor 
lighting on these business streets. 
About fifteen store robberies in this 
section in less than a year have been 
recorded.

His many 
friends believe something in the na- 
ture of an ovation is in order, and are 
preparing to converge on the scene 
of the battle as much to honor the 
Grand Old Man of Football as to see 
his class in manhood perform.

Stagg Means Football. 

Most of the reading public know of 
the work done )y Chicago’s famous 
football mentor. His name is synony- 
mous with the game; Chicago is Stagg 
and Stagg is Chicago when speaking 
of the gridiron. He is as much an in- 
Stitution as the university itself. 
However, not so much is known of 
the man himself, for he has kept his 
personal side more or less in the back- 
ground, always putting his work for 
the school and community first. 

Walter Eckersall, one of Stagg’s 
star pupils, who was All American 
quarter back in 1904, 1905, and 1906, 
and is considered the greatest quar- 
ter of al] time, still without peer, even 
in today’s super brand of game, fur- 
nished us with a few lights on the 
human side of this builder of brawn. 
They give added reasons, if they be 
needed, for his greatness. 

Mr. Stagg, himself All American 
end in 1889 when he was playing with 
Yale, came to Chicago in 1892 and 
has remained here, a credit to the 
school and a leading figure of the 
town, ever since. He was -born at 
East Orange, N. J., Aug. 16, 1862, has 
two sons, A. A. Jr. and Paul, and a 
daughter, Ruth, and resides at 5539 
Kenwood avenue.

Brought Here by Dr. Harper. 

Back in 1892 John D. Rockefeller 
endowed the University of Chicago 
and appointed William Rainey Harper 
its president. Dr. Harper went east 
and prevailed upon Mr. Stagg, then 
studying for the ministry, to devote 
his time to the physical upbuilding of 
men. He consented, and his career 
began on old Marshall field, little more 
than a vacant lot, with a small, 
rickety wooden grand stand in one 
corner. 

At that time the university had only 
a few thousand students. Part of the 
buildings were at 33d and Cottage 
Grove. The field was surrounded :by 
a wooden fence, much punctured with 
peep holes, and topped with barbed 
wire. The beautiful stadium, which 
seats 55,000 fans, stands today as a 
permanent record to the man’s perse- 
verance in building respect for ath- 
letics. Through his efforts the gym- 
nasium and stadium were constructed, 
and in appreciation the stadium was 
named Stagg field. 

The Grand Old Man of football is a 
remarkable person in many ways. He 
is the exact antithesis of the popular 
idea of a coach as a hard boiled, ex- 
plosive, swearing man, given to blow- 
ing up all over the locker room be- 
tween halves.

Mr. Stagg shows the early effects 
of his ministerial training in this re- 
‘spect.

Would Concentrate Buying. 


If the retail merchant would buy 
from five or six good sources and give 
them accounts large enough to de- 
mand service instead of buying in 
3cb lots, buying from thirty or forty 
sources, and interviewing every sales- 
man who steps through the door, he 
would be able to command the short 
order service that the chain store gets, 
Mr. Buckley asse-ted.
